It was Spring, and Salzburg, Austria looked like a picture 
postcard. The natives were dressed in their liederhozen 
and the tops of the Alps surrounding Salzburg were 
garnished with snow. But the 
peaceful scene camouflaged the 
truth: Hitler's Nazi Germany had 
just surrendered and the 
appalling European portion of 
World War II had ended officially 
on 8 May 1945. 

Richard McLaughlin, ‘48, was 
a 20 year old sergeant in 
General George Patton's Third 
Army. A point gunner in Troop A 
of the 106th Cavalry Recon- 
naissance Squadron, McLaughlin 
had joined the Army in 1943 after 
he had reached his 18th birthday. 
Richard grew up in Staunton and 
was attending Lee High School 
when the long arm of Uncle Sam 
snatched him up and sent him off 
to Europe. 

Troops were expendable 

Patton used his cavalry to 
perform reconnaissance mis- 
sions far in front of regular 
combat units. Their job was to 
locate and engage the German

troops, pushing as far east as 
logistics would permit. “We soldiers in the 106th really were 
expendable,” Richard says. “Our job was to feel out the 
enemy's strength which saved the infantry from many 
unnecessary casualties. If we tangled with a German unit 
larger than a company of infantry, our job was to hold 
them until our tanks, tank destroyers and infantry passed 
through our unit to attack.” Troop A was composed of 
three teams, each with an armored car, a light tank, and 
two jeeps. One jeep, the point car, was mounted with a .60 
calibre machine gun. 

“After we took Munich (in southeast Germany), we 
continued east to liberate Austria,” 
Richard recalls. “The Autobahn was filled 
with thousands of German soldiers, most 


Austrian Prince telling him that the King of Belgium and his 
family were being held under SS guard in the nearby 
village of St. Gilgen.” 
King remained in Belgium 

Belgium had been invaded by Germany on 10 May 1940, 
almost precisely five years previously. The Belgian army 
surrendered 28 May with King Leopold Ill remaining in 
German-occupied Belgium while the Belgian cabinet 
removed to the safety of London. As Allied forces smashed 
their way across Europe in late 1944 and early 1945, the 
King and his family were moved to the Austrian mountains 
near Hitler's strongly-guarded retreat at 
Berchtesgaden. The SS, originally an 
elite Nazi unit created to serve as a

German scout cars, tanks with white flags 
flying, and horse-drawn wagons all were 
heading west. The German soldiers had 
their heads down and as our unit passed, 
they parted to make way for us without 
making a sound...”

extermination of those the Nazis 
considered undesirable. These fanatics 
were pledged to fight to the death for 
Hitler, and where the SS had control, 
American troops were forced into many 
horrific bloodbaths. 


“As we moved on St. Gilgen (where the SS was in 
charge), none of us knew what was going to happen. It 
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was a frightening time, but the garrison where the royal 
family was being held was captured without a shot being 
fired.” \t was the 9th of May and the war had been over 
for 24 hours. 

Royal family alive and well 

The King of the Belgians, Leopold III, his second wife’, 
his three children, and an entourage of some 50 servants, 
military assistants, and advisors were soon found alive and 
well. Princess Josephine Charlotte, Crown Prince Baudouin 
(King from 1951 until 1993), and Prince Albert (now the 
King of the Belgians) were all in the party. “For the next 
two months, our job was to protect and entertain the royal 
family. We took them on picnics, boat rides, and trips on 
the cog railway, the one in Sound of Music. To say the 
least, it was quite a change from our days of fighting our 
way across Europe.” The royal family mixed easily with the 
American Gls; Richard and his fellow soldiers had many 
opportunities for informal conversations during their 60 
days as royal guards. 

Many Belgians criticized Leopold for staying in Belgium 
under German occupation and because of his second 
marriage to a commoner. The family eventually moved to 
Switzerland where they remained for five full years until 
Baudouin, the oldest son, reached age 18. He then became 
King and occupied the throne in Brussels from 1951 until 
his death, at age 63, in 1993. 

During the years following the war, Richard stayed in 
touch with the royal family, and when Baudouin passed 
away in 1993, Richard attended his funeral at St. Michael's 
Cathedral in Brussels as the sole representative of the 
106th Cavalry. He was in the company of England's Queen 
Elizabeth and Prince Philip, the Emperor and Empress of 
Japan, and other world leaders. 

Years at Augusta 

The war over, Richard came home and enrolled at 
Augusta, just as his grandfather Charles McLaughlin, ‘05, 
had done more than two score years before. His senior 
year, Richard was Battalion Supply Officer and housefather 
at J Barracks which earned him the nick-name “Mother 
Mac”. After AMA, Richard attended Virginia Tech, then 
went to work for NASA at the Radford, VA Arsenal, later 
transferring to Waco, TX, Utah, Plattsburgh, NY, and 
Missouri where he worked on Honest John, Nike, and 
Minuteman missiles, and the space shuttle. After his 
mother’s death in 1982, he took over her retail clothing 
business in Babylon, NY on Long Island. 

He plans to move back home to Staunton in the near 
future where he will renew his campaign for a life size 
statue of Woodrow Wilson at the birthplace of the 28th 
President of the United States.

The hitchhikers 


It was a cold and snowy night in Fort 
Defiance. Just back from their 
Christmas break, it seemed the ideal 
time to sneak away for a little R&R. 

“It was 1940,” Tom Behrendt, ‘40, 
recalls, “and three of us were out 
walking in the snow. As we neared 
Route 11, we said it would be fun to 
hitchhike somewhere. Maybe to 
Harrisonburg; we didn't care. Just 
wherever the driver would take us.” 

There was almost no traffic on the 
wintry evening, but then the boys saw 
headlights peeking through the falling 
snow, a car moving slowly north up the 
Valley Pike. The boys put out their 
thumbs in the time-honored custom. 

“Much to our delight, the car stopped 
and we all piled into the back seat, 
thankful to get out of the cold. 

“The car didn't move, and | said, 
‘Thanks for picking us up, sir. It's cold 
out there.’ Still, the car did not move. It

Two days later on 16 March, the Big 
Boy collapsed while shaving. He died 
that evening, never having regained 
consciousness. 

After the funeral, Wayne says that 
Colonel Savedge had the photo special- 
ly framed and presented it to Mrs. 
Roller “since it was the last picture 
taken of the general .” 

The photo at the right was also taken 
by “Doc” Savedge in February of 1963 
in the Big Room. So far as is known, 


this is the only picture of the General 
seated in a classroom with his boys. 
Just before this picture was taken, 
General Roller had shown his college 
algebra class how to take the cube root 
of a very long number. “He used up 
most of the blackboard demonstrating 
and explaining the formula,” Wayne 
recalls. In the picture, above, left to 
right, the late Ralph Butts, First 
Captain in 1962-63; the late Doug 
Mains, Al Berliere, Rex Swinford,

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Saunders supports 
bequests, museum 


Goodloe Saunders, ‘57, who be- 
comes President of the AMA Alumni 
Association on 1 July, is promoting 
two ideas that will assure the Associ- 
ation's future while offering protection 
to Augusta's heritage 

Saunders points out that many 
schools and other non-profit groups 
“rely more and more on income from 
bequests, wills, and trusts. Often, it is 
enough to let friends know that such 
an option exists, and they will be sure 
to include AMA in their wills. It is a 
way to assure that Augusta will never 
be forgotten, as scholarships and 
other such programs train genera- 
tions of kids who were not even born 
when Augusta closed its doors.” 

Gift for building 

Goodloe points out that the Alumni 
Association already has received 
$15,000 from a potentially larger 
bequest, and that money “must be 
used for bricks and mortar. This gift 
literally ‘dropped into our laps,’ and 
now would seem to be the time to 


explore anew the acquisition of 
permanent space to house an AMA 
Museum.” 


Future AMA Museum? The Fort, as it 
looks today. Didn't it seem bigge: 


This is not the first time there has 
been talk about a place to keep the 
school records and other treasures. 
When the school first closed, and 
several times thereafter, the museum 
idea has surfaced, but funding was 
never available. 

“Now,” says Goodloe, “we have the 
seed money for a museum, or repos- 
itory, and we should investigate to 
see if we can find an appropriate 
building.” 

A will to give 


Goodloe points out that many 


friends of AMA would like to make a 
significant gift, “but their generosity 
must be tempered by the financial 
responsibilities they have to them- 
selves and their families. But it is 
possible to help us through wills and 
bequests without neglecting other 
obligations.” 

In forthcoming issues of The Bayo- 
net, the different options will be out- 
lined, including bequests, trusts that 
pay the giver the rest of his and his 
spouse's life with the principal going 
to the alumni association after death, 
gift annuities, and the like. 

Seize the moment 

“We have an opportunity that may 
not come our way again,” Goodloe 
concluded. “! hope that we can seize 
the moment to find new ways of per- 
petuating the memory of AMA, includ- 
ing an emphasis on ways we can all 
continue giving when we are no 
longer here. If we can do that while 
getting an Augusta museum in place, 
we will have accomplished what we 
heard so eloquently heralded at the 
reunion - keeping our memories alive 
until there are only two left to share 
them.” 
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
